heat wave started cracking 
up in the Midwest Tuesday 
after taking a heavy toll in 
the eastern half o fthe nation 
from drownings, storms and 
floods.

tire Midwest by Wednesday, 
but more scorching weather 
was forecast for the East.

cai committees be set up in each borough 
and township to offer suggestions to the 
county board on planning and land use. 
These committees would represent civic 
and service groups as well as other phases 
of the community life. 
Such an approach is a very definite step 
in the right direction and should be ex­ 
ploited without delay in every political sub­ 
division so that the county program can 
proceed in an orderly, well defined manner. 
Furthermore, the larger communities 
where industrial development is most like­ 
ly to underscore the need for proper land 
usage, zoning ordinances should be approv­ 
ed and commissions set up to administer 
the program. 
These communities would 
include all four boroughs and the most 
populous townships like Stroud, Barrett 
and several others. 
Regional planning would be mainly con­ 
centrated upon land use, streets and high­ 
ways, public improvements, school,* recrea­ 
tional and cultural facilities, and possibly G o o d E v e n in g , L a d ie s ! 
economic development. 
Overseeing the entire program would be 
the County Planning Commission 
with 
authority to hire a consultant to conduct a 
planning survey. The consultant’s final re­ 
port would guide the county board and the 
communities in arriving at an orderly pro­ 
gram. Thus, planning in itself is not final; 
it merely compiles a list of recommenda­ 
tions to be passed on to governing bodies 
for integration. 
Costs of the survey, Rodgers estimated, 
would be in the neighborhood of $24,000 a 
year for the first two years and consider­ 
ably less afterward. Half of this amount 
would be shared by the federal and state 
governments and the remaining half by 
the county. 
Rodgers said the work could be started 
even though the money has not been bud­ 
geted for the coming fiscal year by the 
county commissioners. 
The need for planning is urgent. The 
instruments with which to do it are 
either available or can be brought into 
play without toe much effort. 
Must Face Growth 
Every step that must be taken in plan­ 
ning should be taken without further pro­ 
crastination. Then, and only then, can the 
county expect to start moving against the 
problems that industrial development and

When such a horrible disease 
affects mankind, wise men find 
m eans to circumvent the tax laws 
and the Swiss remedy has be­ 
com e quite popular and is being 
adopted by manv countries—my 
own list would show that about 
27 countries haw gone into the 
business of providing institutions 
of deceit for those who choose to 
risk not to pay taxes. 
The remedy is simple: convert 
all your money int > cash, open 
an anonymous account in a bank 
wlrere you think you will be saf­ 
est, m ake deposits in cash regu­ 
larly. and never pay a tax. It is 
di>ne every day. Fred C. Scrib­ 
ner, Jr., Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, testified recently 
that $500,000 a week Is deposited 
in large amounts in United States 
banks for transfer to anonymous 
accounts in Switzerland. 
This sum of $500,000 a‘~Week 
represents only d«i»osiis made in 
cash- It is a very low figure be­ 
cause W reflects large amounts 
and the likelihood is that the 


more security-conscious folks are 
depositing small amounts in sev­ 
eral banks. 
The bank asks no questions. 
There are no general laws re­ 
quiring a l>ank to identify a depo­ 
sitor, particularly as he is Using 
the bank's facilities to transfer 
some funds out of which the bank 
makes a quick fee. 
So no bank keeps investigators 
to check the nam es and addres­ 
ses of those who deposit cash and 
the Treasury really has no busi­ 
ness going after a man who de­ 
posits cash because the currency 
of the United States is legal ten­ 
der and the Treasury has no 
right to accuse a citizen of evad­ 
ing the income tax only because 
the citizen uses legal tender in­ 
stead of checks. 
So. here is quite a situation 
which some day some citizen will 
take into the courts, where he 
will undoubtedly win his case by 
proving that he paid his income 
tax, but still prefers legal tender 
to bank checks. 
Perhaps the greatest violation 
of civil liberties, but a most use­ 
ful one. was the Al Capone case 
in which the government estab­ 
lished it as due process that if it 
failed to prove that a man com­ 
mitted murder and other felon­ 
ies, they could get him for income 
tax violations. 
This really made the income 
tax violation the most heinous of­ 
fense in the United States and the 
one, therefore, that required the 
keenest ingenuity. 
Assistant Scretary of the Treas­ 
ury- Scribner said that all large 
cash deposits in banks are scru­ 
tinized: 


part of the m ain Treasury, as 
such. It Is an interest of the In­ 
ternal 
Revenue Departm ent 
in 
the sense that they are interested 
In any large deposits, regardless 
of who m akes them , to see if they 
lead into any area of profits we 
haven’t tapped, or have not been 
properly reported , . .” 
In a word, the position of the 
T reasury is that the deposit of 
legal tender rather than checks 
autom atically sets up an investi­ 
gation, which some people beat 
by depositing their money to a 
num bered foreign account or a 
foreign nominee but giving a fic­ 
titious name and address in this 
country. 
This colloquy is telling: 
“Scribner. There have been sev­ 
eral cases where they have not 
been able to locate im m ediately 
persons bearing the

of
